QUEBEC - CANADA 
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880 CENSORS 
IN BERMUDA 


by OLIVER JENSEN 


Bom has one big story this 
year and that is the Imperial 
Censorship. Nobody has told 
it and if the British Ministry of 
Information has anything tosay 
about it, nobody will, not even 
after the war, when most spy 
and black-chamber stories come 
out. Very quietly, since the war 
began, this little groupofislands 
has Been turned into Britain's 
No. 1 listening post, the chief 
Empire point, outside of Eng- 
land, for censorship and contra- 
band control. It is one of the 
geographical vagaries of a war 
which has made drowsy Lisbon 
a big city and put Greenland in 
the headlines next to Addis 
Ababa. 

The bulk of letter mail and 
parcel post between the Amer- 
icas and the rest of the world 
now passes through Bermuda. 
So does a great part of all the 
other intercontinental mail in 
the world except that going to 
or from England, which is cen- 
sored there. A letter originat- 
ing, say, in Ceylon and bound 
for Vichy is sent by an elabo- 
rate roundabout route to pass 
through Bermuda. Every day 
ships drop anchor in Bermuda 
to pass the Censorship, and 
transatlantic Clippers, shades 
drawn as they approach and 
leave the islands, pause here for 
examination, 

All this is taking place amid 
a deep hush, for the Censorship 
is never happier than when cen- 
soring news of its own activity. 
Recently it curned down a peti- 
tion from Bermuda newspaper- 
men merely asking the exact 
number of its staff. The censors 
give no aid of any sort to news- 
papermen. They carry on their 
work behind guards. With one 
censor to every 30 islanders, 
however, it is not possible to 
hide the fact that they are there. 

The Censorship got its firse 
publicity, and thatunfavorable, 
early in the war when the first 
mail was removed from an 
American Clipper bound for 
Lisbon, a feat which became 
known as “The Great Plane 
Robbery.” Captain Lorber of 
Pan American protested hotly

The one strict requirement 
for a job as censor is British 
citizenship. Yet many of the 
censors are strange-looking sub- 
jects of the King who have 
never set foot in the British 
Isles but have lived all their 
lives abroad. They are chosen 
for their knowledge of some 
one or few of the hundreds of 
languages and dialects in which 
letters are written. Among the 
censors now at Bermuda are a 
Swiss florist, the former man- 
ager of the Anglo-Czechoslo- 
vakian Bank of London and a 
Cambridge University professor 
with acommand of jolanguages 
including rare Indian dialects. 
Others who have worked for 
the Censorship in Bermuda are 
Val Gielgud, the BBC’s leading 
producer, Eric Maschwitz, au- 
thor of Balalaika, a doctor who 
was at Dunkirk, a biographer 
of obscure French philosophers 
and a Scottish girl with a com- 
mand of ten languages.

Age is no barrier. Among the 
censors is an old lady who looks 
as Queen Victoria might have 
looked if she had lived ten years 
longer. Several eminent lan- 
guage scholars, all apparently 
over 80, were also brought over 
from England 

The great majority of the 800 
censors are women, called ‘‘ex- 
aminers,"" who come in large 
part from the British Post Of 
fice Department. Some were 
teachers, librarians, or merely 
housewives. In one of the few 
press notices they have had, 
they were referred toasa“*group 
of elderly spinsters, easily rec 
ognizable by the mosquito bites 
on their bare legs.'" This was 
a somewhat unjustified affront, 
since most of them wear stock- 
ings and a few of them are 
young. One of the youngest in 
appearance is an almost child- 
like, vague-looking blue-eyed 
blonde of 22, who several years 
ago opened the first cabaret in 
Turkey, at the special behest 
of Kamil Atatirk. He subsi- 
dized her £1,000-a-month loss- 
¢s as part of his Westernization 
campaign. Later she acquired 
an old lorry and became the 
first white woman to cross Af- 
ghanistan alone. Her speaking 
and writing knowledge of Af 
ghan, Hindustani, Russian, Pol- 
ish and Turkish makes her a 
valuable asset to the Censor- 
ship, although last summer she 
set Bermuda agog by her prac- 
tice of swimming to and from 
work across Hamilton harbor 
Every day the Censorship 
launch makes the rounds of 
newly arrived ships and brings 
the mail alongside the Princess 
Hotel, where it is sorted into 
colored bags: red for the U. S., 
blue for Argentina, green for 
Mexico and so forth. Each bag 
is weighed, counted and check- 
ed to account for every letter. 
Someidea of the volume handled 
may be gained from the fact that 
a single eastbound plane will 
leave 45 to go bags, one west- 
bound from 75 to 150, and some 
bags contain as many as 2,000 
letters. This lends conviction to 
the claim of C. R. Watkins- 
Mence, Controller of the Cen- 
sorship, that he has so huge a 
staff because ‘We keep nothing 
beyond one Clipper.”

In commenting on Amer- 
ican aid to Britain, one censor 
remarked thathe personally had

The greatest part of the cen- 
sor’s work is to keep the lid 
tightly clamped on Britain's 
strict currency control, designed 
to keep the value of the pound 
from falling below the pegged 
rate of $4.04. The censors watch 
for phony business deals, often 
via Buenos Aires, by which Brit- 
ons or neutrals try to salt away 
British funds in the safety of 
the U. S. 

The Censorship works close- 
ly with revenue officials to seize 
all contraband seat by mail or 
parcel post. Together they have 
intercepted various Nazi at- 
tempts to raise funds in Amer- 
ica, including shipments of am- 
bergris, and art raided from 
the Louvre. Since last Decem- 
ber Censorship-seized contra- 
band has been sold at public 
auction three times a week un- 
der the No. 1 shed on the Ham- 
ilton waterfront. Most of the 
seizures, which tell the pathe- 
tic tale of Europe’s shortages, 
have been packages of canned 
goods: meats, tea, coffee, co-

chocolate, tobacco—and always 
soap. Most of it was destined 
for Occupied France, some for 
enemy territory. The boxes, 
many bearing familiar labels 
from Macy's, Bloomingdale's 
and the A & P, average a cubic 
foot in size. An auctioneer in a 
loud checkered tweed jacket 
knocks them down to a motley 
group of white and colored 
Bermudians, at prices high for 
the U. S. but low for Bermuda, 
which must live on imported 
food. Chief objection, how- 
ever, of Bermuda's colored buy 
ers is that the auctioneer opens 
and displays all objects before 
sale, chus eliminating the pleas- 
ant element of chance, 


One of the best auction stor- 
ies is still shrouded in some 
mystery. It concerns a ship- 
ment of rare cyclamen seed, 
valued somewhere between 
$5,000 and $15,000, from Hol- 
land to New York. Suspecting 
that this was a Nazi actempe co 
raise foreign exchange, the cen- 
sors seized the shipment and, 
shortly afterward, the worried 
Dutch consignees in New York 
sent an agent o try to buy it 
back at auction. Unable to find 
out in advance when it would 
be sold, the agent for five weeks 
patiently showed up each morn- 
ing at 11, the auction hour. 
Thereupon the censors, discov- 
ering what was afoot, one day 
started their auction at 10:30. 
When the Dutchman arrived, 
half an hour lacer, the seeds 
had been sold for ¢5 to a Ber- 
mudian who promptly jour- 
neyed to New York, sold them 
for $4,000 and turned the mon- 
ey over to the Bermuda War 
Fund. This intricate, conscien- 
tiously legal and thoroughly 
British coup was hailed as a 
great triumph over Axis con- 
niving, even though it later 
came out that the Dutch agent 
had been ready to pay consid- 
erably more than $4,000 right 
at the auction. 

The Censorship has not yet 
suffered the embarrassment it re- 
ceived after World Warl, whena 
top man in the Liverpool Cen- 
sorship turned out to be a Ger- 
man agent. Ic is not taking any 
chances this time either. The 
censors are sure they have a 
British secret agent among their 
number, and, greatest blow of 
all, cheir own mail is censored.

The British report their shipping losses and the U.S. gets ready to convoy its cargoes 


‘The question of facts and not simply of opinion was 
thrust bluntly into the discussion of one of the 
world’s vital problems: Should the U. S. convoy its 
supplies to Britain? 

‘The facts were confused. Convoys would not be 
sent unless they were necessary. They would be nec- 
essary only’if Britain's sea losses were so great as to 
make her defeat seem likely. And the question was: 
how great were her losses? 

According to the estimate of Admiral Emory 8. 
Land, head of the U. S. Maritime Commission, 
Britain had lost only 782,000 tons of shipping in the 
first four months of 1941. At this rate, Britain would 
Jose 2,350,000 tons this year. With U. , she can 
get shipping replacements of 2,100,000 tons this year. 
‘These figures seemed to show that England was not 
losing the Battle of the Atlantic. 

Criticized by the British press for allowing Land’s 
figures to stand without denial, the British Govern- 
ment finally released detailed figures. During the 
first four months of 1941, British shipping losses 
were 1,500,000 tons, double Admiral Land's estimate. 
‘This might mean total 1941 losses of 5,000,000 ton: 
Balanced against maximum replacement of only 
100,000 tons, the losses would place Britain in grave 
danger. 

Further broken down, the figures revealed that 
April losses were greater than any month except 
Dunkirk. They totaled 488,000 tons with some sink- 
ings still unreported. Losses in the Battle of Greece 
accounted for 187,000 tons, shipping elsewhere for 
more than 300,000, Except for the Greek evacua- 
tion, this would not be a poor showing for the English 
who, in the past twelve months, have lost 4,700,000 
tons. 

Included in the April losses was the 16,000- 
ton armed merchant cruiser Rajputana which was 
snared by a U-boat while on North Atlantic patrol 
duty and sent to the bottom by a torpedo. To the 
U. S., digesting these facts, the time for U. S. 
convoys seemed to be 
coming closer. President 
Roosevelt said nothing. 
But his cabinet spoke out. 
In a speech so significant 
that prices on the Tokyo

S nce early April a tall, stooped, rumpled, cigar-chewing man with a 

clipped Yankee voice, the easy manners of the West and a thin mouth 
which seems set in a perpetual wry secret smile at the duplicity of mankind 
has been stumping the country ina curious political campaign. His imm 
diate object is not to get himself elected to any office, but to persuade the 
people of the U. S. that the President of the U. S. is not to be trusted in the 
conduct of the nation's foreign policy. His name is Burton K. Wheeler, 
Democratic U. $. Senator from Montana. He is, without any question, 
one of the wiliest and roughest operators in American politics. 

Senator Wheeler's tour is being arranged and paid for by the America 
First Committee. From reporters on his trail—Cincinnati, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Butte, Denver, Salt Lake City, Sioux Falls, 
Buffalo, Ann Arbor and Lansing—have come uniform reports of his suc- 
cesses. Everywhere people have been charmed by his folksy presence, his 
blunt manner of speaking with its sallies of cracker-barrel wit and sar- 
casm, his occasional artful groping for words. Everywhere his crowds 
have been big to overflowing, and always enthusiastic. The faces in them 
are mostly middle-aged to old. 

The Senator largely ignores the solid arguments which can be made 
against America’s risking war too soon. Instead, the burden of his speech 
is that, against the wishes of the overwhelming majority of the American 
people, who learned their lesson in the last war, President Roosevelt — 
aided by the same “‘international bankers” and “British propagandists’ 
of 25 years ago—is trying to trick them into this one. He asserts that the

They are silent when Wheeler announces, as he 
usually does, that he is against Nazism. An acute observer in Milwaukee 
noted that while the Senator always paused after a gibe at Roosevelt or 
the British, he slurred quickly into another subject after his crack at Hit- 
let. The Milwaukee Journal saluted his speech there as “*a masterpiece of 
demagogic appeal 

In Salt Lake City, an admirer who wanted to send flowers to Wheeler's 
room found the florist unwilling to sell any for that purpose. But, outside 
the press, there have been few hostile demonstrations. In many cities it 
was reported that isolationist sentiment which had lain dormant since the 
end of the Lease-Lend debate was stirred to new action by the Senator's 
visit. Encouraged by the response it has been getting since Britain's re- 
verses in Greece and Africa, the America First Committee pushed forward 
its campaign with new confidence, planning further barnstorming cours 
not only for Wheeler but also for his isolationist colleagues in the Senate, 
Gerald P. Nye of North Dakota and Bennett Champ Clark of Missouri, 
and for ex-Colonel Lindbergh. 

All of this activity, while reasonably alarming or encouraging ac- 
cording to the observer's viewpoint, had by early May 1941 come 
to seem somewhat academic. For all practical purposes, the debate 
on intervention vs. non-intervention is finished. There are, nonethe- 
Jess, at least two reasons why the isolationist movement and its leaders 
remain both interesting and important. The first reason was stated 
succinctly by Hitler when he said to his friend Rauschning: “Mental 
confusion, contradiction of feeling, indecisiveness, panic: these are our 
weapons." The second reason is that, however lost the cause of the 
isolationists may presently seem, the movement could under certain fu- 
ture circumstances develop into a political force of prime importance.

To suppose that all isolationists are pro-Nazi or pro-Communist is as 
naive as to suppose that none of them are. Against the evidence of history, 
no reasonable observer can argue that the bulk of U. S. isolationists are not 
as honestly patriotic as were the vast majority of Americans who swept the 
Neutrality Act to passage six years ago. Nearly all of the isolationist organ- 
izations now functioning were functioning the same way then. The only 
major new one is the America First Committee, organized in Chicago last 
summer by an idealistic young Yaleman named R. Douglas Stuart Jr., son 
of the director of the Quaker Oats Co. 

That Burton K. Wheeler should be a top leader of this movement explains 
a great deal about Senator Wheeler and about the movement. Back in the 
early 1920's when veteran isolationists like Borah of Idaho and Johnson of 
California were damning the League of Nations, Wheeler was voting for 
the World Court and giving the League of Nations his endorsement. Wheeler 
changed his mind on this point, after a trip to Europe in 1923, but as re- 
cently as 1935, the year in which the Four Horsemen of Neutrality, Nye of 
North Dakota, Clark of Missouri, Bone of Washington, and Vandenberg of 
Michigan, were leading the fight for the Neutrality Act, Wheeler was ab- 
sorbed in a Senate investigation of U. S. railroads. It was nor, in fact, uncil 
the Democratic Senator had broken openly and finally with the Democratic 
President in the great Supreme Court fight of 1937 that Whecler actively 
revived his War I interest in isolationism.

record to explain with crystal clarity why in 1941 he is an isolation- 
ist. The story of how he grew sour on the world is less tragic than 
Lindbergh's, but equally illuminating. Wheeler's world is peopled 
with greedy politicians and international bankers plotting ruthlessly 
and cunningly behind the scenes to exploit the masses of the people 
for their own power and profit. As far as he personally is concerned, 
life has been a battle to the death between these forces of evil and 
Burton K. Wheeler. His willingness to be a martyr is nearly as well 
developed as his suspicions. Long ago he adopted as his motto: “If 
I don’t get them, they'll get me.” The facts of his life make this 
view eminently understandable. 

Burt Wheeler arrived in Washington as a Senator in 1923, when 
the backwash of war and prohibition had brought America about as 
near to kakistocracy as it has ever come. Already, though Warren 
Harding still lived, some of the operations of his traitorous cronies 
had begun to be apparent. After Harding’s death chat summer, 
Wheeler's great friend and patron, the late Senator Tom Walsh of 
Montana, ripped the lid pare way off with his investigation of the 
Teapot Dome and Elk Hills naval oil leases, revealing how handsome 
old Secretary of the Interior Albert B. Fall had been bribed to sell out 
his country. An investigation of the Veterans’ Bureau, which sent 
its Director, Charles R. Forbes, to prison and his assistant, Charles 
Cramer, to suicide, exposed systematic looting and grafting of a 
estimated $200,000,000. 

Wheeler's suspicious nature became a national asset, As a fresh- 
man Democrat, he goaded leaders of a Republican Senate into an in- 
vestigation of the friend who had made Harding President, Attorney 
General Harry M. Daugherty. As the investigating committee's 
counsel, he had nothing much to go on until he went out to Wash- 
ington Court House, Ohio, and spirited Roxy Stinson into Wash 
ton, D.C. before Daugherty’s men had a chance to silence her. Roxy 
was the ex-wife of Jess Smith, and it was she who told the fantastic 
story of how this flabby, simple-minded, pleasure-loving storckeeper 
had come to Washington with Daugherty, shared the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s home, had an office in he Department of Justice, written let- 
ters on the Attorney General's letterhead, been a White House inti- 
mate and meantime raked in graft hand-over-fist until, overcome by 
terror of the sinister forces he was dealing with, his nerve broke and 
he died with his bullet-punctured head in the Attorney General's 
metal wastebasket

More stories came out under Wheeler's whiplash tongue and bril- 
liane marshaling of evidence: stories of how bigtime criminals who 
employed certain favored lawyers found it easy to get their Federal 
indictments quashed or to get quick Presidential pardons; stories of 
how Department of Justice G-Men, including the incredible crook 
and liar, Gaston B. Means, had been used not to track down criminals 
but to “get something on’ Administration critics and blackmail 
them into silence. After a month of it, Attorney General Daugherty 
was out of office, resigned by request, and Burton K. Wheeler's name 
was made. Years afterward a movie writer concocted a script tenta~ 
tively called The Man from Montana based on Wheeler's triumph. It 
eventually appeared as Mr. Smith Goes To Washington. 

There was no happy-ever-after fade-out for Wheeler. In revenge 
for his probings, the young Senator suffered the embittering experi- 
ence of being framed by the U. S. Government itself. After their 
usual fashion, Daugherty's friends in the Justice Department sent 
agents out to Montana to get something on Wheeler and had him in- 
dicted on a charge of using his Senatorial influence in the acquisition 
of some oil leases for a client. Though a Senate committee promptly

exonerated him, the trial was delayed until the opening day of his 
1924 campaign for Vice President as the Progressive running mate of 
Fighting Bob La Follette, the Great Isolationist of 1914-17. A jury 
acquitted him in ten minutes. 

The Daugherty investigation with its aftermath was probably the 
greatest experience of Wheeler's life, the one which made him famous 
and left permanent scars on his mind and spirit. Bur in his curbulene 
career it was only one of many experiences similarly calculated to 
curdle a man’s soul against the rich and powerful of the world. Born 
on Feb. 27, Wheeler got his introduction to life as the centh 
child of a Quaker shoemaker who eked out a poor living for his fam- 
y on a farm a the edge of Hudson, Mass. and sternly disapproved 
the pride and privilege of the rich. Bure stafted his own career as a 
$6-a-week Boston bookkeeper. After two years he had s 
to go to college, and set out for the University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor where he had some relatives. A bank failure promptly wiped 
out $500 of his little capital. Campus society at Michigan did not 
welcome the threadbare young Yankee. Through the four years it 
took him to get his law degree, he remained an outcast“ barbari 

non-fraternity member), earning his way by waiting on table, wash- 
ing dishes. selling cookbooks in the summer. He became, character- 
istically, a leader of barbarians in campus politics. 

The site of Burt Wheeler's furure home was decided for him by a 
gang of cardsharps. After college he set out on a tour of the West 
looking for a place to practice law. En route, he stopped to look 
over tough Butte, Mont. but decided co pass it up. While he v 
waiting for a train, the cardsharps inveigled Wheeler into a poker 
game, dealt him four kings and proceeded to lift all his cash ( 
with four aces thoughtfully reserved by one of theirnumber. Wheeler, 
then 23, cook a $50-a-month job as stenographer and bill collector in

By this time Bure Whecler’s sympathies were solidly with the 
underdog. The practice which came a young Butte lawyer's way 
mostly damage-and personal-injury suits against the great and all- 
powerful Anaconda Copper Co.—was not calculated to change them 
Wheeler soon found himself lined up politically against Anaconda. 
In 1910 he went to the State Legislature on what he thought was a 
“reform wave." The wave shortly turned out to have been engi- 
neered by ““the company,” which had made a fall guy out of Wheeler.

In 1913 Wheeler's political patron, Senator Tom Walsh, got Presi- 
dent Wilson to appoint him U. S. Attorney for Montana, When war 
came, his Quaker upbringing made him hate it. Though pro-British 
he opposed American entry, refused to persecute labor ‘agitators 
and people with German accents. In return, he became the target of 
a vicious campaign of press and gossip abuse, which labeled him 
Bolshevik, pro-German and free lover. In 1918 the State machine 
exacted his resignation as the price of Senator Walsh’s re-election. 
When he ran for Governor in 1920 he was chased out of one town by 
a mob and suffered one of the worst defeats in Montana history. By 
1gaa. the post-war reaction had set in. That aucumn, Wheeler, who 
had been busily building a personal machine throughout his huge 
and sparsely settled State, was elected to the U. S. Senate. 

For ten years, aided by prestige gained in che Daugherty investi- 
gation, he was a lively, effective member of the Senate minority— 
the opposition. He fitted the role well. That was where he had 
always been: in the minority, in opposition, against the fraternity 
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“Fighting Bob” La Follette, « great isolationist of World War 1, picked Isolationist 
Wheeler as his Progressive running mate in 1924. In his trio of personal heroes, Wheel- 
+r worships La Follerte along with Presidents Thomas Jefferson and Abraham Lincoln.

politicos in college, against "the company” and its machine in Mon- 
cana, against che wave of popular war hysteria, and then against 

ter-war corruptionists in Washington, Suddenly in 1933 Wheeler 
found himself for the first time a member of the majority, with a 
liberal like himself in the White House. 

Superficially, things looked bright. Wheeler had been the first 
prominent Democrat outside New York to declare for Roosevelt for 
che Presidency. He had labored mightily co win him the nomination 
at Chicago, claiming credit for swinging his friend Huey Long and 
several Western delegations into line. 

Somehow Liberals Roosevelt and Wheeler did not hit it off. There 
had been a bad omen right at the start. Tom Walsh, appointed 
Attorney General, had died on the eve of inauguration and Homer 
Cummings of Connecticut had been put in his intended place. Before 
long Wheeler found that not he but his bitter enemy, National Com- 
mitteeman-Lobbyist J. Bruce Kremer, a good friend of both “the 
company" and Homer Cummings, was being consulted about Mon- 
tana patronage. 

Wheeler, the oldtime Western progressive, criticized the NRA be- 
cause it smacked of monopoly and the AAA largely because he has 
ways felt that free silver is the only way to solve the farm prob- 
lem. The President summoned him, as a master of Senate debate and 
strategy, to lead che hard fight for the Public Utility holding com- 
pany bill, But ic was professorial braintrusters, despised by the 
rough, tough Man from Montana, who were called to the White 
House for intimate advice—not Wheeler. ‘Tell the President 
ro save the plate for someone who persuades easier," he snarled 
when Charlie Michelson finally relayed him an invitation to 
the White House one night. Young Bob La Follette was the West- 
crn progressive who had the President's ear; Key Piteman the 
spokesman he chose when he finally decided to “do something” 
about silver. Partly, no doubt, the whole thing was due to the Presi- 
dent’s well-known habit of taking his political friends for granted 
while lavishing his favors either on personal protégés or political 
foes who need to be won over. In Montana politics, ingratitude 
to a political friend is the unforgivable sin. But it looked, too, 
as if maybe Burt Wheeler had been in the opposition too long to 
change 


Wheeler fights for the Supreme Court 


Wheeler got back into his element early in 1937 when the Presi- 
dent introduced his Supreme Court-packing plan. Nobody could 
fairly call it just a grudge fight. As leader of the opposition, Wheeler 
was on highest Jeffersonian grounds: defense of the Constitutional 
division of powers against executive usurpation. Shaking off his 
habitual indolence, he plunged into the fight with all his old fervor 
—all the more gladly because in a Congress which had never yet 
dared to buck Roosevelt on any major issue except the Bonus and 
the World Court the odds against him seemed almost hopeless. All 
through the spring and summer he battled, on the Senate floor and 
in the cloakrooms, on the radio and on lecture platforms. One day, 
at the suggestion of his friend Mr. Justice Brandeis, he approached 
Chief Justice Hughes and found him more than ready to co-operate. 
Few days later, Wheeler appeared at the Senate Judiciary Committee 
hearings with the biggest bombshell of the fight: a letter signed by 
Hughes, with Van Devanter and Brandeis concurring, which flatly 
denied the assertions of Court overwork on which the Administra- 
tion case for the plan had been based. Burt Wheeler grinned until 
his upper lip hiked up over his eyetooth on the July 1937 morning 
that Vice President Garner walked briskly into his office and handed 
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A hard campaigner, Wheeler stumped on the Progressive ticket against Coolidge and 
Davis. Favorite trick was to put empty chair on platform, then question “‘Coolidge.”*

him the Roosevelt sword of surrender with a curt, “Burt, you can 
write your own ticket.”” 

In chat moment of victory the future must have looked brighter 
to Wheeler than ever before. The Democratic convention of 1940 was 
nearly three years away. There was plenty of time to win back the 
support of his progressive friends who had been calling him a traitor 
because of the Court fight. He could count on the support of both 
factions of Labor. The Townsendites and the Coughlinites were 
both for him because of his easy-money ideas. Huey Long had been 
for him, and his old supporters probably would be too. And finally, 
he had become something of a conservative hero through the Court 
fight. All in all, 1940 looked like a Wheeler year. He dismissed the 
possibility that Roosevele might run for a third cerm. 

As it turned out, all these calculations came true—except the 
Roosevelt decision. When the delegates trooped to Chicago last 
June, hardly anybody except a few loyal Montanans bothered to go 
‘around co Wheeler-for-President headquarters. The Senator now 
settled down to a leadership for which his ingrained suspiciousness, 
his opposition bent and training, his dislike and distrust of President 
Roosevelt, his Quaker hatred of war and his love for a hard fight 
against odds all eminently qualified him: the leadership of the fight 
to Keep America Out of War 

The bloody copper wars of Montana were over by the time Wheeler 
got there, but even so that sprawling land of hard-bitten, wide-open 
mining towns and rugged ranches has yet to become exactly a Sun- 
day School picnic. Trained on its hustings, Wheeler is not choosy 
about his weapons. Even his friends blushed and avoided him for a 
few days when he rose in the Senate after Majority Leader Robinson 
had died during the heat of the Coure fight and cried in his Yankee 
cwang: “Had it not been for the Court bill Joe Robinson would be 
alive today. I beseech the President to drop the fight lest he appear 
to fight against God.”” 


“.,, most dastardly thing...” 


The Senator's recent assertion that the Lease-Lend Act is “the 
New Deal’s Triple-A foreign policy to plow under every fourth 
American boy" drew from the President of the U. S. the observation 
chat this was the “'most untruthful . .. dastardly . . . rottenest thing 
said in public life in my generation.” When Jacob Thorkelson, the 
man Wheeler picked to beat out his New Dealer enemy, Jerry O'Con- 
nell, as Congressman from Montana in 1938, turned out to be rabidly 
pro-fascist and anti-semitic, the generally accepted explanation was 
that Wheeler had simply not bothered to check on his candidate's 
sentiments in advance. Doubts at least about his scrupulousness in 
a fight arose in March, however, when in a radio speech the Senator 
got specific about warmongering international bankers and named 
the great Jewish houses of Sassoon, Rothschild and Warburg—nota- 
bly omitting for once the Aryan firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Washington correspondents rate Wheeler an eminently likable and 
able fellow. Nonetheless, after nearly 20 years in the Senate he has 
no real intimates in chat body. A high mutual regard exists between 
him and such like-minded professional progressives as Hiram John- 
son, George Norris and young Bob La Follette, but he lacks forbear- 
ance of the sort which, for instance, allows his current ally, Bennett 
Clark, co bait Majority Leader Barkley unmercifully on the floor and 
maintain a warm comradeship off it. Currently, anti-Administra- 
tion Senators testify stoutly to his ability and sincerity. Pro-Admin- 
istration colleagues concede his ability, but declare him insincere, an 
opportunist without deep convictions, governed in large part by his 
hates and poses. They assert, for example, that while he pretends 
he is still locked in death battle with “the company," Wheeler and 
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Anaconda have maintained a strict truce since he got out of State 
and into national politics. 

By every surface standard, Wheeler is as American as cornbread and 
Kiwanis. He is a devoted husband, and the devored father of six 
children. His favorite sport is a few holes of 100-plus golf with Mrs. 
Wheeler before breakfast. They live in a plain, white, roomy frame 
house in Washington with a single servant called Simie, who at- 
tached himself co them 14 years ago in the Philippines. Mrs. 
Wheeler still docs the family sewing and darning, supervises the 
cooking and bakes bread which the Senator insists on having sent 
up to his office every day for lunch. The Wheelers spend their sum- 
mers in a $700 log cabin in Glacier National Park. For years while 
the children were growing up they saved carfare by making the 
Washington-Montana trip in an ancient Auburn—even after the trip 
on which the car overturned in a ditch causing the Senator a brain 
concussion and a bruised leg. 

Wheeler likes to expatiate on his contentment. He has, he insists, 
simple tastes and no social ambitions. His income for such a life, he 
says, is ample. In addition to his Senate salary, he receives an in- 
come from Butte’s Grand Hotel, a 72-room establishment which he 
has owned for 22 years, and earns fat fees as attorney for labor un- 
ions. When his old friend Borah criticized this practice as unethical 
for a Senator, Wheeler declared: "’The difference between me and Bill 
on this subject is that he has no children and I have six.” 

Wheeler, however, would be less than the politician he is if he 
lacked the politician's driving ambition for the supreme power of 
the Presidency. And he would be less than the shrewd political an- 
alyst he is if he did not sce the future possibilities in the leadership 
ofisolationism. These possibilities rest on the chance that the Amer- 
ican people will once again be bitterly disappointed and disillusioned 
with the outcome of their participation in war. In the isolationist 
movement as it is today, including all the malcontents who would 
have supported Wheeler in 1940, there exists a solid nucleus for a 
Third Parcy. Wheeler's warm supporter, Labor Leader John L. 
Lewis, ardent isolationist and Roosevelt-hater, has long been plan- 
ning one. But many observers doubt that Wheeler, after his expe- 
rience of 1924, could again be tempted to bolt. He might not have 
to. He is laying the groundwork now to put all blame for the war on 
Roosevelt & friends, charging not only that the President is trying 
to trick the country into war but also that his ambassadors, notably 
Bullitt, actually helped bring on the war by their promises of U. S. 
aid to Britain and France. If the post-war reaction is strong enough, 
Wheeler & friends might well find themselves in control of the 
Democratic Party. 

Senator Wheeler is not a student. He has always chosen to depend 
on his sharp wits and able braintruster Max Loewenthal rather than 
bone up on the subject of a debate. Experience has made him some- 
thing of an expert on labor and railroads, but he has no such schol- 
arly knowledge of history and foreign affairs as Isolationist Borah 
had. What he knows, he knows from experience. What he has seen 
happen once, he is sure can happen again. Every speech of his makes 
plain his belief chat America is just as safe from invasion as it was 
in 1917, that there will be another bad peace, that Americans will 
again believe they were tricked into war by international bankers, 
British propagandists and an ambitious President, and that they will 
again experience the same after-war revulsion which put Warren 
Harding in the White House and Burton K. Wheeler in the Senate. 
On those eventualities Burton K. Wheeler, at a hale and vigorous 59, 
is willing to gamble his political future. To a recent New York rally 
of the America First Committee, he declared: 

“They hanged Battling Bob La Follette in effigy during the last 
great war—a few ycars later they placed his statue in the Hall of 
Fame. And today I have no fear of what the verdict of history will 
be for those who fight to save America from the holocaust of war."
